CONTINENTAL LIFE
WINS IN MONTANA

Efforts of Bival Corporations to Xeep
It Out Fall in Supreme
Court,

FFICERS of the Continental Life
Insurance and Investment com-
pany of this city were highly
gralufed yesterday upon receiv-

Ing word that the Bupreme court of
Montana had rendered a declsion fa-
vorable to the company In the contest
brought against It In that BState by
general agenta of some of the Eastern
Insurance companies, The substance
of the declslon {2 that the c¢ourt has
granted the motlon of the compuany's
attorneys that the proceedings brought
aguinst the company to prevent its do-
Ing business In Mantana be quashed

Early In May of thie yvear the gen-
eral agents of some of the life Insur-
ance companies dolng business In
Montana requeated the Auditor of
State to cancel the llcense of the Con-
tinental Life Insurance and Invest-
ment company, on the ground that the
company was writing a speclal con-
tract, contrary to law. The State Au-
ditor pccepted these statements as
facts, and instructed the company Lo
discontinue business until he oould In-
vestigate the charaoter of the work the
compan) was dolng

Following his Investigation the State
Auditor dellvered the following decl-
alon:

“In the matter of (he Continental
Life Insurance and Investment com-
pany of Salt Lake City, Utah, com-
plaint has been made to this depart-
ment to the effect that the Continentnl
Life Insurance and Investment d<om-
pany was engaged in sollclting and
fssulng polleles in violation of the statl-
ttes of this State, The company wuas
verved with notive to dlscontive writ-
ing these contracts, until an Investiga-
tion could be made, under penalty of
forfelture of license In cnse of refusal

*“*The company immediately advised

the department that the request had
been complied with,
‘The alleged violation !s found to

conslst in the fssulng by the company
of certaln contracts called ‘local ad-
viser contracts.' Coples of these con-
tracts and the application for the same
have been flled with this department
and on carefl examination T find that
they form a complete contract of em-
ployment, requiring specific services to
be rendered, for which a compensation
Is provided—and I am satisfied, such
contracts, In themselves, In connection
with life Insurance or otherwlse, con-
stitute no violation of the laws of this

‘State.”

After this dectslon was rendered the
company resumed business In  the
State and a few days later the gencral
agents petitioned the Governor, re-
questing him to Institute quo warranto

procesdings agoalnst the Continental
Life on the ground that It had not
properly guallfied to do  business In

the State, the principal objection being
that the company had not required Its
offlcers to sign the Nirst annual =tate-
ment flled with the Auditor of the
State of Montana, 4k requlred by law,
and when this omlsslon was called to
the attention of State Auditor Calder-
head he walved further quo warranto
action and Immediately notifled the
Salt Lake office of the Continental Life

that It eould not do further business
until Its papers had been properly
signed and atrested, and the company

wis obliged to withdraw its agent from
the field untl new papers were flled
on June 3, since which time the com-

pany has been dolng business in the
State.

Immediately following the resump-
tlon of business n complaint was

lodged with the Supreme court charg-
Ing States  Auditor Calderhead  with
malfeasance In office and with dlserim-
Inating in favor of the Continental
Life, of which concern he s 4 stock-
holder. The Supreme court set  the
hearing of this writ for Monduy, June
18, and postponed the hearing until
June 15, on which day the Attorney-
Genernl Jolned the attworneys for the
Continental Life in a writ requesting

the Supreéme court 10 quash procedcd-
Ings, nnd after the case was argued
by both sides the court took the case
under advisement und vesterday ren-
dered Ite declslon suftaining the writ
to quash procecdings

The Contlnental Life s still dolng
business  In Montana It has been
very successful since It opened lta
dooys on March 1. writing more than

one milllon of life Insurance during the
first three months, carrying with it &
premium Ilncome of over OO0 per
year.
